death list, which started with the cre­ 
m ating of fifteen people in th e Met* 
relief 
train, 
is 
steadily 
growing. 
Presque Isle and Cheboygan counties 
a re all aflame and the seventy-flv€ 
m iles betw een this city and the city 
of Cheboygan are reported to be al­ 
m ost a solid m ass of fire. 
Alpena 
county ia ablaze in every direction. 
R eports of fatalities are coming .n 
from m any places, but it has been Im 
possible as yet to compile anything 
like an authentic list of the fire vie 
tlm s in 
the burned 
district. 
From 
Metz tow nship the crem ation is repo rt­ 
ed of H enry Kemps, his wife and two 
children in their farm house, with a 
third 
child 
m issing 
and 
probably 
burned to death in the fields. 
Bolton, 
Fouth Rogers and Metz are among the 
destroyed 
villages. 
La 
Roque 
is 
threatened and there is little hope but 
th a t it will be destroyed. 
Only the 
church is left at the village of Cathro 
and it Is crowded with refugees from 
the village and nearby farms. 
A re ­ 
port brought in from Alcona county 
says a strip tw enty m iles wide from 
H ubbard lake to the An Sable river is 
burning. 
More than fifty farms are 
reported to have been swept by the 
fires and th eir buildings destroyed. At 
Presque isle, on Lake Huron. K eeper 
G arrity w as compelled to abandon the 
governm ent fog signal and flee for his 
life. 
Death List May Be Greater. 


W ire com m unication throughout the 
burned district has been very slow and 
uncertain. 
Scores of poles have been ! 
destroyed and m any miles of w ires | 
are dow n. 
W ith improved eommuni- | 
cation it is feared that the death list | 
ai d the am ount of property loss will 
be m aterially greater. 
Sixty passengers on a southbound 
D etroit and Mackinac railroad train, 
which left Cheboygan for this 
c i t y , 
rpent a night of horror at La Roque. 
Flam es surrounded the train and it 
w as impossible to proceed or re tre a t 
from them. 
Huddled in th eir cars the 
terrified passengers spent the night 
in 
m om entary expectation th a t the 
train would be consumed. 
It was 
saved, however, by hard work and the 
passengers cam e on to Alpena. 
Rogers Cjty, located on the Lake 
Shore, was threatened, but when the 
last report cam e out It was hoped 
that the town could be saved. 
It v'as at first reported th a t Bishop 
Charles D. W illiam s of the P rotestan t 
Episcopal 
diocese of Michigan 
was 
either on 
th e 
ill-fated 
Metz 
relief 
train or in the danger zone w ithout 
Metz. 
L a ter it becam e known, how­ 
ever, th a t he wre n t to Onaw ay w ith­ 
out stopping at Metz. 
Both Cadillac and T rav erse City re ­ 
po rt that th e fires in the northeastern 
p a rt of the state have started again 
w ith great force and are threatening 
those cities. 
T he fire is only a quar­ 
te r of a m ile aw ay from T raverse City 
on the southw est. 
From th e U pper Peninsula come re­ 
ports th a t the fires In Chippewa and 
H oughton counties are very danger­ 
ous and spreading rapidly.

As rapidly as possible the peopl# 
and their goods were loaded into th( 
cars.

The flames were al 
ready «weeping through the villages 
E ngineer Foster started his train foi 
Alpena. 
Nearing Nowicki crossing hp 
saw blazing piles of cedar ties on both 
sides of the track.

Behind them straggled a burned 
and wounded procession of refugees

It was a

Foster was terribly burned about the 
head and face, but it is thought he 
will survive. 
Conductor Kinvllle was 
badly scorched. 
Jam es W hite was to­ 
tally blinded by his burns.

bert H ardies and her young son were 
also seriously burned.

Relief Traiii Wrecked and Occupants 
Burned to Death. 
Alpena, Mich., Oct. 17.— Fifteen peo­ 
ple lost their livos In th e burning of 
th e D etroit and M ackinaw railw ay re­ 
lief train which was carrying the in­ 
h ab itants of the littlo village of Metz, 
tw enty-three miles north of here, to 
safety from the forest fires which 
w ere sw eeping away their homes. T he 
ill fated train was ditched by spread- 
ing rails at Nowicki siding, a few 
miles south of* Metz, and the terrified 
refugees were forced to abandon the 
cars and rush for safety either down 
O?- track with burning forests on 
either side, or into the plowed fields 
near the siding. 
Eleven of the vic­ 
tims were women and children who 
were unable to escape. Their charred 
bodies were found in the ruins of the 
car when rescuers reached the scene.

SEV ER AL 
SHARP 
CLASHES 


Occur Between Opposing Counsel In 
Standard Oil Cass. 
Chicago, Oct. 17.— Cross-examination 
of W. D. H urlbut, expert traffic w it­ 
ness called by the defendant, brought 
out several clashes between counsel 
for the governm ent and for the Stan­ 
dard Oil company in the hearing of 
the railroad phase of the governm ent 
suit to dissolve the Standard Oil com­ 
pany. 
At one point Judge F erris was 
appealed to by A ttorney Rosenthal to 
direct Frank B. Kellogg, governm ent 
counsel, to stand fa rth er away from 
the witness and to “stop shaking his 
fist in the face of the w itness.” 
Judge 
F erris held th a t he had seen no im* 
Tioper conduct. 
On touching the establishm ent of a

betw een

and 
Grand Junction, by which at the re­ 
quest of the Illinois Central road the 
connecting roads are alleged to have 
blind-billed oil from W hiting to E vans­ 
ville, Mr. H urlbut testified th a t the 
Illinois Central acquiesced in the haul­ 
ing of oil by the Chicago and E astern 
Illinois road to the junction point in 
order to share in p art of th e haul 
ra lh e r than have the oil shipped by 
way of its principal com petitor, the 
Louisville and Nashville road. 
The 13-cent rate, he declared, was 
probably made because the Standard 
Oil company preferred to send the 
business by another road if that rate 
Was not made.

New York, Oct. 17.—A tow-headed 
youth of nineteen, until recently a 
$12-a week clerk in a broker office, 
w a ssth e sta r witness at the trial, in 
the criminal 
branch of the United 
States court 
of Charles W. 
Morse, 
financial 
man 
and 
promoter, 
who. 
with Alfred H. Curtis, form er presi­ 
dent of the National Bank of North 
America, is charged with having vio­ 
lated the national hanking laws. 
In 
the 
testim ony 
of 
Edward 
P. 
Moxey, a governm ent bank exam iner, 
it had been revealed that a person by 
the name of Leslie E. W hiting had 
been one of the heaviest borrowers 
from 
the 
National 
Bank 
of 
North 
America, at one time owing the Insti 
tut ion as 
much as $350,000. 
T here 
was hardly a week w ent by the year 
of 1007, th e testim ony showed, th a t 
W hiting did not borrow $100,000 or 
more, giving Ice stock, principally, as 
security. 
It always appeared In the 
records as presented, however, that 
the enorm ous sums of money bor­ 
rowed by W hiting were credited to 
the account of Charles W. Morse.

E xam iner 
Moxey’s 
testim ony, 
Leslie 
W hiting 
w’ae called to the stand and those in 
the courtroom who had expected to 
see a dignified, shrewd looking busi­ 
ness man sL-p forward w ere aston­ 
ished to see a smooth cheeked boy of 
under tw enty years walk nervously to 
the witness stand. 
A smile swept the 
room and Judge Hough rapped sharply 
for order. 
A fter W hiling had been m ade to 
describe how he had come to sign the 
notes which m ade him indebted to the 
bank for such large am ounts, he was 
asked: 
"Could you have paid this note I 
hold here for $82 000?” 


Said He Couldn’t Pay It. 


“W hat, m e?” answ ered the startled 
boy, “no— no, I couldn’t.” 
“Could you have paid a note for 
$1,000?” a«ked the attorney for the 
prosecution. 
“ No sir,” responded the boy, a trifle 
m ore assured. 
For half an hour longer the youth 
was kept on the stand while a bunch 
of letters, both in the signature of 
Leslie E. W hiting and directed to the 
National Bank of North America w ere 
read. 
T hese letters, couched In busi­ 
ness-like term s, gave orders to the 
bank 
for 
tran sferring 
collateral, 
charges 
and 
renew als of notes. 
A 
sentence in one letter read: 
“Enclosed please find my check for 
$200,000, which apply to my account.” 
T he witness explained In answ er to 
questions that he had been sent to the 
bank by his em ployer to sign the 
notes. 
He said he knew he was incur­ 
ring an obligation, but felt sure his 
em ployers would protect the notes. 
W hiting testified that he had never 
talked with Mr. Morse or Mr. Curtis 
concerning the signing of notes or the 
putting up of collateral. 
T he boy al­ 
so said that he did not think his em ­ 
ployer knew' that he was not of age. 
Davidson Brown, another broker's 
clerk, was also a w itness to tell of 
having signed notes for loans for more 
than 
$100,000. 
Brown 
had 
a 
bad 
memory and his testim ony was of lit­ 
tle value. 
T he afternoon session w'as almost 
entirely devoted to tracing the loans 
made in the nam e of W hiting. 
Bank 
Exam iner Moxey started with loans 
m ade in June of last year and showed 
how the loans were repeatedly re ­ 
newed. 
It wras brought out that at 
one time the hank m ade a profit of 
$132,000 on the loans, but the profit 
was on paper only, Mr. Moxey said. 
Mr. Moxey explained that Morse ob­ 
tained money from the bank by notes 
ind loans to persons oth er than him ­ 
self in order to evade th e banking 
laws. 
In all he got for one of his ice 
stock gambles, the sum of $650,000.

line Hardies, aged nine; Mary Har­ 
dies, aged three; Minnie Hardies, aged 
eight months. 
When the forest fires closed In 
about the little village a special train 
of three empty box cars and two coal 
gondolas was rushed to Metz In charge 
of John E. Kin Ville, conductor; Will­ 
iam Foster, engineer; Arthur Lee 
fireman, and William Barrett, brake 
man. 
Wrecked by Spreading Rails. 
As rapidly _as possible the people 
and their goods were loaded Into the 
cars. 
Some refused to abandon theii 
goods, or the train might have left 
earlier and have reached Alpena in 
safety. 
When the train finally start­ 
ed there were about IOO frightened 
people aboard. The flames were al­ 
ready sweeping through the villages 
Engineer Foster started his train foi 
Alpena. 
Nearing Nowicki crossing he 
saw blazing piles of cedar ties on both 
sides of the track. Opening wide the 
throttle, he tried to dash through at 
full speed, but the heat had loosened 
the rails and they had spread and the 
train left the tracks. Blazing piles of 
ties surrounded it and in an instant 
the cars caught fire. 
The terror-stricken people, caught 
by the peril from which they were 
fleeing, jumped from the cars and 
rushed down the track. Three moth­ 
ers and their little ones were cremated 
In the gondola car, where they were 
caught. 
Brakeman William 
Barrett 
sprang Into the water tank behind the 
engine, only to be literally boiled to 
death as the flames swept over it. En­ 
gineer Foster and Conductor Kinville 
fled down the track, through the fire 
and smoke, and were the first to reach 
the village of Posen and report the 
wreck and ask for assistance from 
here. Behind them straggled a burned 
and wounded procession of refugees 
from the wrecked train. It was a 
fearful march over the hot ties with 
the flames from the burning woods on 
either side of the track roaring and 
snapping 
in 
their faces. Engineer 
Foster was terribly burned about the 
head and face, but it is thought he 
will survive. 
Conductor Kinville was 
badly scorched. James White was to­ 
tally blinded by his burns. John No­ 
wicki, Sr., and his wife and Mrs. Al­ 
bert Hardies and her young son were 
also seriously burned. Many more of 
the refugees are suffering painful 
burns. The survivors of the frightful 
experience seemed dazed by their 
peril and sufferings. They seemed to 
realize nothing except the necessity 
for running—running, running, run­ 
ning, to escape the intense heat and 
menacing flames. It was difficult to 
get any coherent statements from 
them as to loss of life in the wreck 
or as to whether there had been any 
people left behind in Metz.

BORROWED VERY URGE SUMS 


SEVERAL SHARP CLASHES 


Occur Between Opposing Counsel In 
Standard Oil Cate. 
Chicago, Oct. 17.—Cross-examination 
of W. D. Hurlbut, expert traffic wit­ 
ness called by the defendant, brought 
out several clashes between counsel 
for the government and for the Stan­ 
dard Oil company in the hearing of 
the railroad phase of the government 
suit to dissolve the Standard Oil com­ 
pany. At one point Judge Ferris was 
appealed to by Attorney Rosenthal to 
direct Frank B. Kellogg, government 
counsel, to stand farther away from 
the witness and to “stop shaking his 
fist in the face of the witness.** Judge 
Ferris held that he bad seen no im­ 
pi oper conduct. 
On touching the establishment of a 
13-cent rate between Whiting and 
Grand Junction, by which at the re­ 
quest of the Illinois Central road the 
connecting roads are alleged to have 
blind-billed oil from Whiting to Evans­ 
ville, Mr. Hurlbut testified that the 
Illinois Central acquiesced in the haul­ 
ing of oil by the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois road to the junction point in 
order to share in part of the haul 
rather than have the oil shipped by 
way of its principal competitor, the 
Louisville and Nashville road. 
The 13-cent rate, he declared, was 
probably made because the Standard 
Oil company preferred to send the 
business by another road lf that rate 
%as not made. 
Mr. fiurlbut insisted that the gen­ 
eral practice of railroad! was to use 
local state rates in connection with 
through shipments until after the pass­ 
age of the Heoburn act In 1303. 


Leslie E. Whiting One of the Heaviest 
Borrowers From the National Bank 
of North America—Witness Bays 
He Was Sent to the Bank by Hia 
Employer to Sign Notes—Knew He 
Was Incurring an Obligation. 


New York, Oct. 17.—A tow-headed 
youth of nineteen, until recently a 
$12-a-week clerk in a broker office, 
wassthe star witness at the trial, in 
the criminal branch of the United 
States court of Charles W. Morse, 
financial man 
and 
promoter, who, 
with Alfred H. Curtis, former presi­ 
dent of the National Bank of North 
America, is charged with having vio­ 
lated the national banking laws. 
In the testimony of Edward 
P. 
Moxey, a government hank examiner, 
It had been revealed that a person by 
the name of Leslie E. Whiting had 
been one of the heaviest borrowers 
from the National Bank of North 
America, at one time owing the insti­ 
tution as much as 3350,000. There 
was hardly a week went by the year 
of 1907, the testimony showed, that 
Whiting did not borrow 3100,000 or 
more, giving ice stock, principally, as 
security. It always appeared in the 
records as presented, however, that 
the enormous sums of money bor­ 
rowed by Whiting were credited to 
the account of Charles W. Morse. 
At

conclusion 
of 
Examiner 
Moxey’s 
testimony, 
Leslie Whiting 
was called to the stand and those in 
the courtroom who had expected to 
see a dignified, shrewd looking busi­ 
ness man step forward were aston­ 
ished to see a smooth cheeked boy of 
under twenty years walk nervously to 
the witness stand. 
A smile swept the 
room and Judge Hough rapped sharply 
for order. 
After Whiting had been made to 
describe how he had come to sign the 
notes which made him indebted to the 
bank for such large amounts, he was 
asked: 
“Could you have paid this note I 
hold here for 182.000?” 
Said Ha Couldn't Pay It. 
“What, me?” answered the startled 
boy, “no—-no, I couldn’t.” 
“Could you have paid a note for 
31,000?” a«ked the attorney for the 
prosecution. 
“No sir,” respond sd the boy, a trifle 
more assured. 
For half an hour longer the youth 
was kept on the stand while a bunch 
of letters, both in the signature of 
Leslie E. W hiting and directed to the 
National Bank of North America were 
read. These letters, couched In busi­ 
ness-like terms, gave orders to the 
bank 
for 
transferring 
collateral, 
charges and renewals of notes. A 
sentence In one letter read: 
“Enclosed please find my check for 
3200,000, which apply to my account." 
The witness explained in answer to 
questions that he had been sent to the 
bank by his employer to sign the 
notes. 
He said he knew he was Incur­ 
ring an obligation, but felt sure his 
employers would protect the notes.

Whiting testified that he had never 
'talked with Mr. Morse or Mr. Curtis 
j concerning the signing of notes or the 


I putting up of collateral. The boy al­ 
so said that he did not think his em­ 
ployer knew that he was not of age. 
Davidson Brown, another broker’s 
clerk, was also a witness to tell of

Brown 
had

memory and his testimony was of lit­ 
tle value. 
The afternoon session was almost 
entirely devoted to tracing the loans 
made in the name of Whiting. Bank 
Examiner Moxey started with loans 
made in June of last year and showed 
how the loans were repeatedly re­ 
newed. It was brought out that at 
one time the bank made a profit of 
$132,000 on the loans, hut the profit 
was on paper only, Mr. Moxey said. 
Mr. Moxey explained that Morse ob­ 
tained money from the bank by notes 
Rnd loans to persons other than him­ 
self in order to evade the banking 
laws. In all ha got for one of his ice 
stock gambles, the sum of $650,000.

EMPLOYES OF PAPER 
MILLS GO ON STRIKE 


Efforts Being Made to Make 


Movement General. 


New York, Oct. 17.—Through the 
ordering out of men employed in the 
independent paper mills it was indi 
cated that efforts are being made to 
make the paper strike general. 
Sev 
eral independent concerns were com­ 
pelled to close down because the me" 
were ordered to go on strike by J. T 
Carey, president »of the Papermakers 
union. 
Heretofore the strike has been 
practically confined to the plants or 
the Great Northern and the Interna 
tlonal Paper companies, the two lar­ 
gest concerns in the country. These 
two concerns turn out about 50 per 
cent of the entire output of paper. Et 
forts to treat with the strikers, sax 
the officials of the companies, were 
unsuccessful, and now both union and 
nonunion men are being employed. 
Publishers fear that if a general 
strike is brought about there will be 
a paper famine, which, on the eve cf 
election, would greatlj injure their in 
terests, they say. The Great North 
era and the International paper com 
panies cannot begin to supply the de­ 
mand for paper, say publishers, even 
if their mills are running to frill ca 
pacity. 
It was said here that a conference 
between the paper manufacturers and 
President Carey has been arranged to 
take place in Boston. 
The situation 
is considered so serious that the result 
of the conference will ba anxiously 
awaited.

Johnson and Listen to His 
Address 


LITTLE ON NATIONAL POLITICS 


Forgot to State His Position on 
Tonnage Tax on Iron Ore 


for State Treasury 


The opera house was crowded Friday 
night by people who wished to listen 
to the smooth sentences which rolled 
from the lips of Governor Johnson and 
he was heartily applauded at times. 
He was introduced by C. D. Johnson 
who in one of his happy efforts drew as 
much applause as was given the gov­ 
ernor a t 
any time. 
Gov. 
Johnson 
opened by stating that the bright spot 
in the campaigns of two and four years 
ago which lingered in his memory were 
t le introductory stjeeches of Col Chas. 
D. Johnson, of Brainerd. 
He declared th at he should give but 
little time to the national field, 
th at 
both parties were agreed th at the prin­ 
ciple of the protective tariff was wrong 
and urging th at it should be revised by 
the friendst»f the people, which he con­ 
strued to mean the democratic party. 
He declared for the insurance of bank 
deposits, giving as his reason th at all 
the leading bankers 
in the United 
S tates were opposed to it. 
Guaran­ 
teeing the deposits, he said, is as sim­ 
ple as the governm ent guaranteeing 
the circulation, forgetting utterly to 
tell th at the banks are compelled to de­ 
posit with governm ent, United States 
bonds in excess of the circulation and 
also deposit a cash redemption fund be­ 
side. 
N either did he say w hether or 
not he would ask the banks to deposit 
governm ent bonds or cash to cover the 
amount of the deposits. 
He declared 
the stringency last fall the worst panic 
in the history of the United States. 
He declared for the physical valuation 
of railroads and th at the laws should 
be made more liberal toward labor than 
tow ard any other class, th at it should 
have privileges before the law denied 
to all else. 
He made but slight mention of Bryan 
and passed over his policies past and 
present in practical silence. 
As to himself he said he was not a 
candidate of his own volition but th at he 
had been forced to take the nomination 
by his party which gave him no chance 
to refuse. 
He said that personally he 
knew nothing against the private or 
public life of his opponent and th at he 
should make no attacks, then he pro 
ceeded to repeat his old story of the 
charge 
th at 
Jacobson sold out to 
get-the nomination, closing with the 
statem ent th at Jacobson had not yet 
stated where he stood on any question. 
He took to himself sole credit for the 
raise in the assessm ent of the iron 
mines under a law passed by a republi­ 
can legislature and based on facts found 
by a tax commission two out of three 
of whom were republicaus. 
He utterly 
forgot, however, to state that in his 
last message to the legislature 


tem pt to show th a t there was no dan­ 
ger to the American people in the elec­ 
tion of any man to office he told of an 
old man who referred to the time when 
Frem ont was president and who when 
corrected said, “ They told me th a t if 
Frem ont was not elected the country 
would be thrown into a panic, and as 
everything went along smoothly and all 
were prosperous I supposed he m ust 
have 
been 
elected.” 
Had Johnson 
known as much of the history of the 
United States as the average Brainerd 
8th grade school boy he would have 
known th at the only tim e Frem ont ran 
for president was in 1866, and Buchan­ 
an’s election th at fall was followed by the 
partic in 1867, which caused more fail­ 
ures and misery than all panics before 
or since. 
He took as a m atter for which credit 
is due to his adm inistration tnat the 
recent panic did not extend over Min­ 
nesota and the Northw est, and closed 
by saying th at he should sm ilewhether 
elected or defeated. 
Taken altogether the address was a 
plausable plea for the votes of such 
republicans as voted for him before, 
but gave no reason why they should do 
so farth er than th at if he had made a 
fairly good governor he should be given 
a third term . 
It was a noticeable fact 
th at the applause grew appreciably 
less a t each po nt he made until the 
close, when he was greeted with hearty 
applause.

Each m other m ust assure her­ 
self th a t the milk she buys for her 
family is not milked or handled in any 
way by infected persons.

doubt, boil the milk for all purposes, 
until further notice.

Persons sick from diphtheria will 
be released from quarantine until nose 
and throat are shown to be free from 
diphtheria bacili by cultures.

Persons sick from scarlet fever 
will not be released from quarantir.e 
until both throat and nose are perfect­ 
ly well, and scaling has stopped.

If cases of scarlet fever develop 
in any room in any school, the room 
will be dismissed for one week.

The opera house was crowded Friday 
night by people who wished to listen 
to the smooth sentences which rolled 
from the lips of Governor Johnson and 
he was heartily applauded at times. 
He was introduced by C. D. Johnson 
who in one of his happy efforts drew as 
much applause as was given the gov­ 
ernor at any time. Gov. 
Johnson 
opened by stating that the bright spot 
in the campaigns of two and four years 
ago which lingered in his memory were 
t ie introductory soeeches of Col. Chas. 
D. Johnson, of Brainerd. 
He declared that he should give but 
little time to the national field, that 
both parties were agreed that the prin­ 
ciple of the protective tariff was wrong 
and urging that it should be revised by 
the friends7»f the people, which he con­ 
strued to mean the democratic party. 
He declared for the insurance of bank 
deposits, giving as his reason that all 
the leading bankers in the United 
States were opposed to it. Guaran­ 
teeing the deposits, he said, is as sim­ 
ple as the government guaranteeing 
the circulation, forgetting utterly to 
tell that the banks are compelled to de­ 
posit with government, United States 
bonds in excess of the circulation and 
also deposit a cash redemption fund be­ 
side.

Important Notice 
In view of more or less alarm ex­ 
pressed by the citizens concerning diph­ 
theria and scarlet fever in Brainerd, 
the Brainerd Board of Health called in 
the assistance of the State Board of 
Health and yesterday Dr. JHill from 
that board, with the Health Officer Dr. 
Beise went over the situation. 
The following statement of the exact 
facts shows that there is no need of 
fny excitement and that the proper 
steps have already been taken to eradi­ 
cate the small amount now existing and 
prevent further spread. 
The diphtheria cases are few in num­ 
ber and of a mild type; some have beeh 
amonst children too young to go to 
school; altogether two rooms in the 
Whittier and five in the Lowell schools 
have shown a case apiece. These have 
been removed, disinfection performed 
and all the children in these rooms ex­ 
amined by culture for infection of nose 
or throat, (222 examinations in all.) 
The reports are to be returned from the 
Minnesota State Board of Health lab­ 
oratories by Wednesday of next week, 
the children of these rooms being mean­ 
time excluded, but to report at the 
schools on 
Wednesday. Only those 
free from infection, will be allowed to 
attend school thereafter. Two or three 
scarlet fever cases in the Whitter school 
in the lower grades have been removed, 
disinfection performed and the grades 
concerned dismissed for one week. 
The following rules, to be followed 
until all traces of the infection disap­ 
pears, are given here for the informa­ 
tion of all concerned. The notification 
the Health Officer,. Dr. R. A. Beise, 
of all suspicious throats found by par­ 
ents is a most important matter: 


RULES AND METHODS 
I. No child in the rooms where 
diptheria has existed will be allowed to 
return to school until cultures show 
them fre£*of infection. 
may

2’. Children in the other rooms 
continue attendance; teachers 
at all throats and noses every day and 
send home gll showing any soreness at 
all, reporting same to Dr. Beise. 
3. All absent pupils will be reported 
by teachers to Dr. Beise, who will then 
find out if the absence is caused by ill­ 
ness. 
4. Recesses for play will be aban­ 
doned for the present. Duning recess 
time the scholars will remain in their 
rooms or be marched out for exercise 
about the school grounds, but not al­ 
lowed to break line. This is to prevent 
the different rooms from mixing to­ 
gether to play. 
5. All 
children 
must leave 
the 
schools and go directly home, immedi­ 
ately on dismissal of school. 
6. For three weeks parents must 
keep school children from entertain­ 
ments, Sunday school or other places 
where the supervision given in school 
is lacking. 
. 7. The family physician should be 
asked by parents to see all cases of 
sore throat or rash. If suspicious, 
early treatment with diphtheria anti­ 
toxin (supplied free in case of need by 
the Brainerd Boad of Health) should 
be given and if the disease proves to 
be diphtheria the other children in the 
family, and generally the 
mother, 
should be immunized. 
8. Physicians, or parents (if 
no 
physician is called) must notify the 
health officer of all suspicious cases. 
Cultures will be taken, and examina­ 
tions made by the Minnesota State 
Board of Health laboratories. 
9. Children in families where scar­ 
let fever or diphtheria exists will not 
be allowed to attend school until nega­ 
tive cultures are obtained from them. 
10. No person suffering from, or 
living in the same family with, a case 
of scarlet fever or diphtheria should 
handle any milk or other food or drink, 
for sale, in any manner whatever. 
11. Each mother must assure her­ 
self that the milk she buys for her 
family is not milked or handled in any 
way by infected persons. In case of 
doubt, boil the milk for all purposes, 
until further notice. 
12. Persons sick from diphtheria will 
be released from quarantine until nose 
and throat are shown to be free from 
diphtheria bacili by cultures. 
13. Persons sick from scarlet fever 
will not be released from quarantine 
until both throat and nose are perfect­ 
ly well, and scaling has stopped. 
14. lf cases of scarlet fever develop 
in any room in any school, the room 
will be dismissed for one week. 
15. lf cases of diphtheria develop in 
any room in any school, cultures will 
be taken from all in the room, and only 
those allowed to continue attendance, 
who are found free of infection.

WHAT COLORS TELL 


The W ay the Spectroscope Roads tbs 
•un and Stars. 
When one lights a common sulphur 
match In the dark It la worth while to 
notice what happens. 
First, its phos­ 
phorus gives out faint yellow rays 
ami almost at the same time the sul­ 
phur begins 
to 
burn 
with 
bluish 
beams. 
As yet the flame yields little light. 
In a moment or tw'o the wood of the 
match takes fire, and then a stream 
of clear white light pours forth. Bach 
of the materials of the match—its 
phosphorus, sulphur and 
wood- -bu* 
shone in burning with a color of its 
own. 
In a street lighted by electricity and 
gas the eye detects at once the dif­ 
ference between the white rays of the 
one and the yellow beams of the other 
If nitrate of strontia is set on fire we 
have a splendid red flame. 
Filings of 
copper burn with a glow of greenish 
blue, and a fine, pure blue Is had 
when filings of zinc are ignited. These 
and other such substances furnish the 
maker of fireworks with bls materials. 
Rockets, roman candles and bombs 
all derive their beauty from the spe­ 
cial tints w hich attend the combustion 
of their ingredients. 
And any one 
who has once seen the colors peculiar 
to common salt, iron or antimony as 
they trace themselves on the evening 
sky will always know what is aflame 
when be sees those colors again. 
Sir John Herschel was the first to 
understand that colors of this kind 
tell a wonderful story. 
He will knew 
how the stars varied in tint—that Al­ 
debaran was ruddy, Arcturus yellow 
and Sirius, the most glorious of all.

The cabinet has decided to reject 
the proposal emanating from London 
for the payment of indemnity to Tur­ 
key as a condition of recognizing Bul. 
garla’s independence. 
A note to that 
effect will be sent by the Bulgarian 
administration to the powers. ^The 
only question the government Is will­ 
ing to negotiate is the purchase rights 
of the Oriental Railroad company. 
A communication has been sent to 
the officials of the road, inviting the 
company to submit to the government 
the terms on which it is willing to 
surrender the lease. The communi­ 
cation states that Bulgaria is now ad­ 
ministering the line provisionally and 
iuotntalning the company’s rates. 
A member of the cabinet made the 
statement that there would be no 
mobilization of the troops for the 
present at least, as Bulgaria was In 
a position to know that the Turkish 
movements of troops on- the frontier 
were purely of a local character. 
He 
said also that the refusal of his gov­ 
ernment "to pay indemnity to Turkey 
would in no wise hurt that country, as 
the Kumelian tribute flowed exclu­ 
sively into the coffers of Turkey’s 
creditors.
